tion, calling fur information aa to the

Mr. Hale made the question the text of 


an impassioned Speech, in which he de- 
clared that nin-e-tont?is of the American 
people sympathized with the Boers in 
their gallant struggle for liberty against 
one of thp greatest powers in the world. 
He declar?<3 that "th& war which Eng- 
land is waging ia the most fell blow at 
human liberty that has been struck In 
the 
century." We denied that the 


American people were "in fympathy 
with Great Britain in the South African 
war to stamp out the liberty of a people," 
and when Mr. Eg If our In the house oi 
commons made such a. statement "he 
should be met with some disclaimer 
from this side of the Atlantic." He de- 
clared 'that the EnffU»h people them- 
selves were not In fa-vor of the war 
which "had been brought on try a sharp 
cabinet minister engaged with gold 
speculators." 


Mr. Hale spoke with unusual force, 


declsivene&a and earnestness, even for 
him, and his passionate eloquence 
claimed the closest attention of every 
auditor. 


Mr. Spooncr declared that the senate 


had no right to desaand infuimallon 
and that the president was absolutely 
Judge whether It was proper to Impart 
such knowledge. "Diplomacy," said he, 
"to be successful must br- secret." 


Bevprnl other senators spoke on tho

BARNET RECEIVED 
POWDER THROUGH MAILS 


Dr, Douglass Admits Barnet 
Told Him That He Received 


a Package of Powder 


New York, Jan. 20.—The prosecution 


flld not rest its side yesterday in the 
Molmeux 'trial, one reason for the delay 
being the desire of the state to have 
Handwriting Expert Hagan of Troy 
make a chemical analysisi of the ink 
used in exhibit F, consisting of a letter 
signed- C'H. C. .Harriet," in response to 
which a westerr medteal firm sent a 
book to "Barnet" at Heekman's letter 
box. 


Heokman had testified that Mollneux 


bired a letter box from him In Barnet's 
name, and that after doing so he made 
some corrections with a pen to a letter 
which he had m his hand. The prose- 
cution is of the opinion that if it can 
show that two different kinds of ink 
were used in writing this letter, it will 
have strong evidence that Heckman was 
telling the truth In this matter. 


This line of procedure was suggested 


as a result of a clever examination oi! 
the witness by Foreman Martin of the 
jury concerning: the diffeient appearance 
of writing when a blotter is used and 
when the ink is allowed to dry naturally. 
Mr. Osborne also requested the witness 
to make tests of the ck on the poison 
package and the other disputed and ad 
mitted handwritings.

old, were lying on the kitchen floor, whi'i 
in the adjoining bedroom were thebodi : 
of Mrs. Bergen and her 3-year-old so 
Joseph. Mrs. Becrg'en was lying on tlK 
bed with her feet hanging over the sid- 
while her hands were raised as thouri' 
In supplication, or trying to ward off r 
blow. The little boy was lying on UK 
floor wfth his brains oozing from a lar?f 
wound in the head. Mrs. Bergen's skull 
was terribly crushed, having evldentl; 
been stnuck more than one blow by tlif 
infuriated husband. The appearance c! 
the little girl also showed that a num- 
ber of savage blows had been rained 
upon the top and side of her head. Ber- 
gen's throat bad been cut with a razai 
and the head was nearly severed from 
the body. 


Mr. Bergen spread the alarm as quick- 


ly as possible, and Medical Examiner 
Norwood and the local authorities were 
soon on the ground. In the bedroom wa? 
found an ax, besmeared with blood, 
which was evidently the weapon with 
which the murders 
were 
committed. 


Th« ashes had been cleared out of the 
stove and paper placed in position for 
lighting, but the kindling had not been 
put in. The beds in the house bore evi- 
dence of having been slept in Thursday 
night as usual. 


There were signs of warmth in the 


bodies of Mrs. Bergen and her husband 
when found, and all the circumstances 
seem to indicate that the murders had 
been committed but a siiort time before 
the elder Bergen paid his first visit to 
his son's house.

He thought Mrs. Bergen was the 
first victim, that the boy and then the 
gin nui.i lecciveu their fatal blows, and 
that after he had slain all the rest of his 
family Bei-jren sitood before the looking 
glass and with a razor nearly severed" 
his head from his body, reeled around 
and fell lifeless to the floor. 


A chair that stood near the spot where 


the little girl lay had a large piece broken 
from it and had the appearance of hav- 
ing been struck a heavy blow with an 
ax, probably a blow that had been in- 
tended for the unfortunate victim. 


In view of all the facts ascertained by 


his examination. Medical Examiner Nor- 
wood stated that there would be no 
necessity for holding an autopsy. 


Mrs. Bergen, the murdered woman, 


was 31 years of age, and as Miss Harriet 
Gaines of Pittsfleid married Martin Ber- 
gen about seven years ago.

Tuig'f in Worcester while the latter was 
there at his retreat at Holy Cross col- 
le'ge. 


After their marriage Mr. and Mrs. 


Bergen boarded with her for some time. 
Bergen was fussy and continually find- 
ing fault, and this he continued to do 
after they began keeping- house on the 
little farm 
called 
"Snowball 
farm," 


Mrs. 
Bergen had frequently called upon 


Mrs. 
Ingraham, and was at her house 


only about four weeks ago. At that 
time, when asked how matters were go- 
ing at 
home, Mrs. Berg-eh replied 


"lovely," but Mrs. Ingraham says that 
she surmised at the time -that every- 
thing was not as pleasant as Mrs. Ber- 
gen would have her believe. 


Martin Bergen at times had been sub- 


ject to fits of melancholy, and his ac- 
tions had been the subject ot comment 
among his friends and associates. This 
was noticeably the case last October 
when he showed signs of insanity, and 
Father Tottier was called to see him. 


Martin Bergen was born in North 


Brookfleld Oct. 25,1871. His professional 
career began with Wilkesbarre in the 
Eastern league in 1803, but later ha 
joined Pittsburg in the National league,

agreeing over its report on trusts. Pro- 
fessor Jenks of- Cornell has made a 
draft of a report, but it does not suit

pooling among; the railroads, undvr the 
supervision of the interstate commerce 
commission, as a means of avoiding 
freight discriminations.

Dr. "Webb is 
heavily Interested! hi Vermont railroad 
property to which the lease of the 
Fltohburg, •would Jiot be advantageous 
he beliesred. He at once established 
quarters In. Boston and spent money 
freely in sttrrtns? up a so-called "ship- 
pers" objection t» the Fitchburg lease. 
The petitions that have been floating 
into Boston from along the line of the 
Fitchburg are petitions secured by Dr. 
"Webb's agents. So the Fitchburg peo- 
ple announce thaey have given up In 
face of the state and Dr. "Webb. 


But there ia a, i>oint that needs ex- 


planation. A member of the Fitch-burg 
executive committee declares that the 
state directors of the Fitchburg were 
very recently heairtely In favor of 
leasing1 the Fitchburg to the Naw To,k 
Central on terms similar to the terms 
offered by the Boston and Maine.

During- the 
first half of the past decade the num- 
ber of men kept relatively diminishing, 
during the last half it has been rela- 
tively increasing.

The ratio of the 
number of different teachers to the 
number of positions was 1.12 to 1; from 
1S90 to 1S96 it was 1.16 to 1. This indi- 
cates an increase in permanency of 
tenure. Changes in the teaching- force 
are most numerous where poor salarK-a 
are p.iid; least numerous where good 
salaries are paid. In GO towns of low- 
est salaries-, for example, the number 
o£ different teachers to the number of 
positions is as 1.41 to 1, while in Kos- 
tonthe ratio is only 1.02 to 1. The num- 
ber of teachers who jiave attended 
normal schools was 5,404,—a gain of 
317 over the year before. The percen- 
tage of teachers who have received 
normal school training has increased 
during the last decade from 34 "o 40.3, 
most of the increase belonging to the 
last five years. The average- ray of 
men per month was $136.23,—a decrease 
of $1.27; and of women $51.41,—a de- 
crease of 3 cents. 


Evening Schools.—Thirty-two cities 


and 7 towns are required to maintain 
evening elementary schools, all com- 
plying with the law except one city 
and three towns. Ten cities are re- 
o.uired to maintain evening Ixgh schools 
it properly petitioned to do so, 7 of 
which have responded to petitions to 
that effect. 
There were last year 9 


evening high schools, 146 evening ele- 
mentary schools, 45 evening drawing 
schools amd 6 other evening- schools, 
with a total membership of 36,404, or 
an average attendance of 3,9S6 more 
than the year before, and a cost for 
each pupil of the total membership of 
$5.71, as against $6.11 a year ago and 
$6.24 two years ago. Were the per- 
centage of the day schools based on 
their total membership, like that of 
the evening schools, instead 
of 
on 


their average membership, it would be 
76 instead of 92. 


State Normal Schools.—The higher 


standard of admission has 
been in 


force four years. Its effect has been 
not to repel students as some feared, 
but to attract them. The admissions 
during the four years the new policy 
has been on trial have been 456, 7SO, 743 
and 779, respectively,—numbers far in 
excess of any under the old policy. The 
new schools cannot fully account for 
this increase, because the old schools 
have shown gains, notwithstanding the 
new have appropriated some of their 
territory. There were 517 graduates in 
June, 1899,—the largest number in the 
history of the schools. Indeed, the four 
largest graduating classes in their his- 
tory have been those for the last four 
years in order,—307 in 1896, 334 in 1S97, 
341 in 1S9S and 517 in 1899. The num- 
ber of pupils in attendance • Dec. 1, 
1898, was 1.624,—the largest attendance 
ever recorded. The interior signs of 
efficiency and prosperity are as num- 
erous and trustworthy as the exterior.

Successful 
Season Ended. Largest 


Attendance in 15 Years 


The evening schools closed last eve- 


ning, after -a session of 38 nights. 
At 


the Drury school there was an enter-

friends, while at the Houghton school 
a regular session was held to maJke up 
for one that had been lost, an enter- 
tainment having been held the week 
before. There was a large attendance 
at Drury, a good many friends of the 
pupils being present. A very pleasing 
entertainment was furnished by I. S.

The evening schools this year have 


been very successful, and the attend- 
ance has been the largest In their his- 
tory of 15 years. At Drury the en- 
rollment was 180 and the average at- 
tendance 150; at the Houerh'ton school 
the enrollment was 120 with an aver- 
age attendance of 98; at the Greylock 
school the enrollment was 350, and the 
attendance averaged 82 per cent. When 
the evening schools were started in 
1885 there was an enrollment of 137, 
while the next two years had an en- 
rollment of only 78 and 58 respectively. 
After this time 
the 
enrollment in- 


creased steadily, and it is believed that 
this year almost all of those for whom 
the schools are held were enrolled. 
Superintendent Hall this morning sent 
notes to all the manufacturers in the 
city thanking them for their interest 
In seeing to it that all their employes 
who should attend did so, 


A noticeable feature of the schools 


this year has been the excellent de- 
portment of pupils, very little trouble 
having been experienced in any of the 
schools, in marked contrast to the ear- 
lier years of their history in the city. 


FOR QUICKER COURT WORK 


Plan to be Presented to Lawyers of 


Berkshire County 


An interesting suggestion has been 


made for the Berkshire superior lourt, 
which will soon be acted on by the bar 
of the county. The grand jury meets 
on Monday but does not report till 
late in the week, and meanwhile the 
court is considering no business. Al- 
though technically court is sitting, the 
grand jury is doing the only work that 
is done and this is in secret. The plan 
now is tg have the court make an or- 
der, if agreeable- to the lawyers, to 
have court and divorce cases tried dur- 
ing grand jury week, both in January 
and July, and to reserve the regular 
sittings for jury cases. 
This, is now 


done in most counties and its working 
is more satisfactory. 
If agreeable to 


the lawyers, and It certainly will be, 
the court will promulgate such 
an 


order. 


The matter will be considered by 


the Berkshire bar at the February sit- 
ting, anfi of course their action will 
determine what will be the order of 
the court on this question. It looks 
now as if the regular civil sitings would 
be entirely for jury cases to the future 


Divorces For Sear 


The annual report v3 divorce cases 


that came betore the Berkshire super- 
ior court for the year ending December 
31, has been completed by Clerk of 
Courts Frank H. Cande and forwarded 
to William M. Olin, secretary of the 
commonwealth. Following are several 
facts and flg-ures of interest frc-rn the 
report: 
Number of oases disposed of 


during the year, 46; number of divorces 
granted, 44; number of case® dismissed, 
two. There were 30 decrees secured by 
women from men, and 14 by men from 
women. There was no contest at the 
trial in any case, which is an unusu- 
al occurrence. In a majority of cases 
the decrees were secured for gross and 
confirmed habits of intoxication. The 
second greatest causa was desertion, 
and the third adultery. There was one 
case in which the husband got a di- 
vor^e from his wife oil the grounds of 
cruel a.nd abusive treatment. In one 
h;S'ta,nce a couple were married in 1866 
and the bill for divorce was filed in 
1S9S. 
Still another case was that in 


which a decree was granted fo«- deser- 
tion wit'un a week after marriage. 
The divorces granted during the past 
year were about the- average number 


Superior Conrl Finances 


Clerk Cande has also completed his 


annual financial report for the riast 
year and forwarded the same to- the 
state auditor of county accounts in 
Botson. The report in part follows: 
Received from writs, $17; received from 
entries, $855; received from executions,
